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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .126 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Claim 44 occurs twice, the second occurrence of claim 44 is assumed to be 
misnumbered and has been renumbered as claim 45. 

Claim 15 depends from canceled claim 13. 



2. Claim 1 is generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species 
comprising: 

Species 1, Fig. 3, directed to the process of I/O packet utilized by the host 
exchange controller. 

Species 2, Fig. 4, directed to the process of I/O packet utilized by the command 
decode controller. 

Species 3, Fig. 5, directed to the process of I/O packets utilized by the Cache 



Species 4, Fig. 6, directed to process of I/O packet utilized by the disk mapping 
controller.

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Species 5, Fig. 7, directed to the process of I/O packet utilized by the disk 
exchange controller 

Species 6, Fig. 9, directed to the READ operation. 
Species 7, Fig. 10, directed to the READ operation. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species, 
even though this requirement is traversed.

U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election.
